LATE WAR NEWS. 

The Eastern Department 1s at present the seat 
of war, and the operations going on there are of 
great importance, .Although our reports are 
entirely from Spanish sources, they must of ne- 
cessity be given full credence, as the results ob- 
tained by the Spaniards are such as to leave no 
room for doubt. By-order of VALMASEDA, a de- 
tachment of troops and counter-cuermillas were 
sent to the Tana River, where Col. CANIZALES 
disembarked thefoounter-guerrillas, immediately 
taking up the line of march for a settlement on 
the. coast, where it was known that several im- 
portant personages: of the Cuban revolution 
were in the habit of meeting, The movement 
was successful, the troops capturing Gen. Pr- 
DEO (PERNCHO) FIGUEREDO, Assistant Secretary 
of War, (beyond ‘a doubt the most intelligent 
mah among the Cubans,) Gen. Roprico Ta- 
mAYO, (father,) and Gen. IgGnNAcrO TAMAYO, (e0n.) 
These prisoners were brought to Santiago. de 
Cuba on the 16th inst. by the gun-boat Astuio. 
A Court-martial was ‘1mmoediately -organized, 
and FIGUEREDO, who, on accouns of a long and 
severe illness, Was almost ‘unable to ‘move, was 
carried upstairs.” The “personal appearance 
of “FIGUEREDO ‘was such as © excite 
pity and ‘compassion, Dut°“a Spanish Court- 
maftial earés nothing for that. But, notwith- 
standing his bodily infirmities, every lineament 

of tis face demonstrates the superior intelli- 
peo ofthe man. The sentendé was déath, and 
on the morning of the ‘18th the three were shot.

As ustal with all Spanish 
reports, the commander of the troops fails to re- 
member. the number. of bis own dead .and 
wounded. 
LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Notwithstanding the war and the assertions 
that the Spaniards will have: to abandon: the 
island, a very reftparkabie phenomenon presents 
itself. ‘For many years the so-called political 
Governors of Havana, who are virtually only 
Mayors of the city, have taken Dut little pains to 
improve thé city, idling away their time, and in 
‘company, With their subordinates filling their 
pockets out of the city treasury, The present 
Governor, Mr. Lopez Rosetrts, presents a 
strange contrast to his predecessors, and his do- 
ings and improvements have earned him the 
title of the Havaha Haussmann.
